The Project would develop 46 residential condominium dwelling 
units, a recreational room and gym, a ground floor lobby, and approximately 5,800 square feet of ground floor retail/office 
space. The Project would develop a total of approximately 80,436 square feet, resulting in a floor area ratio (FAR) of
